Few employers took part in the dis- 
cussion, but there was little active 
animosity shown to them, and they 
had Httle to answer. One, indeed, 
speaking for the Lancashire cotton 
spinners, raised doubt as to the prac- 
ticability, at any rate in his own line, 
of a reduction of hours, of which so 
much had beén said. His was an ex- 
port industry,~he urged. He was at 
once answered by the retort that the 
Labor* Conference in connection with 
the’ Peace Congess would settle that, 
and an international agreement should 
make better industrial conditions pos- 
sible everywhere. 

Another marked note of many of.the

OWNERS SEEK COMPROMISE 


May Disregard Umpire’s Find- 
ings to Effect a Settlement—

Leaders. of the. organized marine 
workers of the Port of New York made 
Plans yesterday at’ their headquarters

Strike, asserting that the men were s0 
dissatisfied with the award of V. Everit 
Macy, umpire. of the National. War 
Labor Board, that they would go on a 
strike on their own account if any at- 
tempt was made to hold: them back. 

Frank P. Walsh, counsel for the 
Merine Affiliation, which is. composed 
of all the organizations of port em- 
ployes, was authorized by the affiliation 
yesterday to attempt to reach President 
Wilson, whose «cable message from 
France on Jan. 12 ended the former 
strike. A long night-letter telegram was 
sent by President Thomas L. Delahunty 
of the Marine Affiliation to Presiderit 
Wilson, setting forth the complaints of 
the workers against ‘the Macy award. 

Paul: Bonynge, counsel tor the New + 
Association, (said 
last* hight, after a long ‘meeting of ‘the 
association in the -Whitehall Club, that 
thé boat owners Were &ntious to get 
together with the men “to avert. the 
threaténed strike, and that a move in 
this diréction probably. would be made 
at once. It was indicated that the Macy 
award might be disregarded and an at- 
tempt made to effect a settlement. diréct, 
between the boat owners and their or- 
ganized employes. - 

In a statement madé public yesterday 
the union leaders asserted that. Mr. 
Macy had failed to grasp the situation, 
and had made. rulings apparéntly in- 
tended to be favorable to the boat work- 
ers, but in reality confirming. old condi- 
tions or else actually aggravating condi- 
tions for the workingmen. . President 
Delahunty said that it was doubtful if 
intervention by President ‘Wilson would 
stop the strike at the present stage. 

“The men. are in no -humor for 
monkeying with oards and commis- 
sions.”’ ' said President Delahunty. 
‘‘ They are yery angry with me for do- 
ing what I ‘did in calling off the strike 
on receipt of the President's caplegram 
on Jan. 12, when the strike was tremen- 
dously effective. Under similar circum- 
stances, I would do the same thing 
again, however."’ 

President Delahunty was asked if he 
meant’ that another. message from the 
President would prevent or postpone the 
strike.

STOCKHOLM, Feb. 27.—An official 
statement issued by the Esthonian Army 
Headquarters reports severe 
hear Narva, Pskov, Volmar,-and Salis- 
burg, and -claims* that the’ Esthonians 
have repulsed the Bolsheviki, inflicting 
serious losses in: killed and wounded.

LONDON, Feb. 27.—What is purported: 
to be a-copy of the full military plans 
of the Bolsheviki in Russia during 1919 
has come into‘the possession of the Brit- 
ish Government. It gives interesting in- 
formation on what the Bolsheviki hoped 
to accomplish and an idea of their 
strength in the light of what has hap- 
pened up to this time.

The 
plans to hold Esthonia have failed com- 
— and the advance into Letvia has 
een checked east of Libau.

Marine Engineers and Tidewater Boat- 
men had voted to give their officials 


power to take action. The Association 
of Masters, Mates and Pilots met on 
Wednesday night’and voted to reject the 
award and to empower their officials to 
call a strike. heir grounds for dis- 
satisfaction with the award were set 
forth as follows in a statement by Will- 
iam A. Maher, General Manager: 

‘“*‘ About sixty boats out of 747, (ex- 
clusive of ferries,) which employ the 
double-crew system, get Bi eight-hour 
day under the aw viding they 
are kept in continuous Crvion Even 
then they do not really get an eight- 
hour day. They can be worked sixteen 
hours per day. What they get is a 
forty-eight hour week. These are the 
only boats affected, the passenger boats 
being entirely eliminated. 

** Mr. Macy granted an eight-hour day 
to ferryboats, which have enjoyed the 
eight-hour day for twenty-five years. 
The award leaves things with the barges 
and lighters just as they were under 
the award made last year by the New 
York Harbor Wage Adjustment Board, 
which gave them a ten-hour day. 

“The men now get 52 cents an hour, 
for the twelve-hour day, and punitive 
overtime is paid for the last two hours 
of the twelve, which gives them thirteen 
e768. e y for twelve hours’ work, Pe 

ith two crews at $6.76 a da 

man, * the cost to the company w 
man po on day to kee oo Position 
while under the Macy award 
they may have three crews a day, and it 
will cost ” them only $12.48. As this works 
out the Macy award allows the boat 
owner to hire three men by paying $1.04 
less than they have to pay now for two.

creases operating costs. 

“The boat owners have never denfed 
their ability to pay increased wages. 
That appears in the record that is be- 
forc Mr. Macy. In his argument Tama 
the board Mr. Bonynge, counsel for the 
beat owners, said the ability to pay bet- 
ter wages was never disputed.”’ 

President Delahunty, in a statement 
replying to the charge that the: affilia- 
tion would be acting in bad faith if they 
failed to comply with the award, said 

‘“‘We voluntarily called off a highly 
successful strike whale had been forced 
on us by the bad faith of the boat own- 
ers.

FOREIGN TRADE FINANCE. 

The seven billion Treasury note bill 
passed the House with only three dis- 
senting votes, and with expression of 
opposition to one section. The notes 
are to finance the Treasury’s past ex- 
penditures. The section objected to is 
that authorizing the War Finance 
Corporation to make advances not ex- 
ceeding $1,000,000,000 to promote for- 
eign trade. - There should bé no op- 
position to the note issue, for it is a 
necessity, and there is no practicable 
alternative. The argument for the 
War Finance Corporation section is 
affirmative, for it relates to the future 
of foreign trade and is a stimulus to 
domestic trade. The colloquy between 
Evcens Meyer, Jr., the Managing 
Director of the corporation, and Rep- 
resentative Moorm, who opposed the 
section both before the Ways and 
Means Committee and the House, 
comprises the argument both for and 
against the section. Mr. Moore re- 
marked that England was embargoing 
our hosiery and sending hosiery to this 
market, and he thought that was not 
good business. He thought that we 
ought not to buy British goods unless 
they bought ours. Mr. Merer’s reply 
was that England was embarrassed to 
pay for what she bought, and that the 
object of the section was to provide 
credits to enable England and other 
foreign buyers to relieve our markets 
of the excess of our products which 
threatens to check our industry. They 
are willing to buy, even at prices 
higher than some of our domestic 
‘buyers are willing to pay, but there 
isin existence no mechanism to bring 
foreign ‘buyers and domestic sellers to- 
gether. They are eager to trade, but 
the credits reguired are outside of 
banking practice. Banking. credits 
ordinarily run in days, in some cases 
for a few months. One year is about 
the shortest credit useful in the 
present situation, and two, three, or 
even five years may be necessary to 
relieve the deadlock in some cases. 

It is not a question of solvency of 
the borrowers. It is a case of ab- 
normal interruption of production and 
distribution due to peace, and like that 
which was produced by war. When 
war was declared our trade was pros- 
trated, for there was no outlet for our 
goods when foreign buying stopped. 
That passed into prosperity when our 
foreign friends began buying every- 
thing, regardless of price, and selling 
nothing. We took their gold until we 
feared to take more for our dwn good. 
We took their securities until the sup- 
ply was exhausted. We transformed 
ourselves from debtors for a few hun- 
dred millions into creditors for billions, 
and there is no organization for doing

THE GERMAN WARSHIPS. 

Speculation about what. shall be done 
war- 
ships, which are in British custody, 
elicited from the Earl of Lrrron, Par- 
liamentary Secretary of the Admiral- 
ty, an official statement in the House 
of Lords on Wednesday. Speaking 
for the Government, he said that its 
policy was opposed to the ships form- 
ing any part of the armament of the 
world: Upon that point the Govern- 
ment, he declared, felt very strongly. 
The disposition of the ships is the 
concern of the Peace Conference. Lord 
Lyrtron intimated that they would not 
be sunk, as had been proposed, unless 
sinking was the unanimous judgment 
of the conferees. It appears that 
France would dissent, for her Min- 
ister of Marine, Gzorcrss. Lzravss, 
made a significant statement before 
the Government Naval Commission in 
Paris on the sanre day that Lord 
Lirrron “discussed.the subject in the 
House: of Lords. . Minister Lzeyrcauzs 
argued that, as the losses of the 
French Navy could not be made up by 
new construction during the war, it 
would be only fair to allow the French 
to take over some of the German ships 
now held in trust by Great Britain. 
If the Conference did not declare for 
a reduction of armaments, the #rench 
naval problem, he- said, could be 
solved satisfactorily only by thé trans- 
fer of German warships to France. 
Apparently France feels very strongly 
upon the subject. 

On Feb. 16 a full list of French na- 
val losses "in the war was published in 
Paris. It included the dreadnought 
battleship Danton and the pre-dread- 
nought battleships Bouvet, Suffren, 
and Gaulois; the armored cruisers 
Léon Gambetta, Kiléber, Charner, 
Dupetit-Thouars, .(modern but not 
formidable. units,) and a -dlightly 
swifter but smaller cruiser, the Cha- 
teau-Renault; fourteen destroyers, 
eight torpedo boats, and fourteen sub- 
marines. France was not so strong in 
battleships and cruisers that she could 
afford to lose nine useful ships, and 
there has been no opportunity to re- 
place them in her building yards. The 
official statement gave the following 
comparative tonnage losses: Great 
Britain, 555,000; France, 110,000; 
Italy, 76,000, and the United States, 
17,500. i 

Great Britain completed, built, and 
acquired more than. twenty capital 
ships (battleships and battle cruisers) 
during the war, and there is no good 
reason why she should desire to add 
to her navy any of the German ships 
that she holds in trust. She might be 
willing to have some of them turned 
over to France, if armaments are not 
to be reduced. The Conference will 
have to give serious consideration to 
the French claim, if it be presented, as 
now appears probable. It might be 
difficult for the United States, whose 
friendship for France has so often 
found sentimental expression during 
the war, to deny her ancient ally a 
share of thé surrendered Germah 
ships. But as France could not rea- 
sonably ask for most of them or for 
the best of them, there would be other 
claimants, and probably no’ distribu- 
tion would be satisfactory, unless, per- 
haps, both Great Britain and the 
United Stated were in entire agree- 
ment about dividing the ships among 
other nations in proportion to their 
defensive needs. In view of the case 
advanced by the French Minister of 
Marine, the argument that the Ger- 
man ships are not desirable for war 
purposes can no longer be regarded as 
tenable. It was never urged seriously, 
because the German battleships and 
battle cruisers were formidable enough 
in the ‘battle of Jutland. Obviously a 
use could pe found for the best of 
them in ang modern navy. 

Should the Peace Conference decide

On the other hand, the seekers after the 
element of. utility in a memorial forget 
that while this is easily and properly 
attained when a man founds a pub- 
lic institution with his own money, 
to be spent either while he is alive or 
after he is dead, it is far from the same 
thing when a town makes by public sub- 
scription something it needs or wants 
and merely calls it a memorial. Calling 
it one doesn’t make it so—it remains ‘a 
hospital, a library, a bridge, a park, or 
whatever, just the same. 4 

Least hopeful of all these “useful” 
undertakings, from the memorial point 
of view, is the so-called community 
house. Not only would such a house 
have no conceivable relation to the war 
or to those who. fought in it, but only 
in a few very exceptional towns would 
such an institution be long in becoming 
merely a clubhouse for whatever social 
group or faction happened to gain pos- 
session of it. 

Much could be said in support of the 
contention that a “ useful” memorial— 
anything, that is, of use otherwise than 
as a memorial—cannot be a memoria! in 
more than name, if it be a product of 
public generosity.

Senator from Vermont for twen- 
ty-five ‘years; from’ 1866 to 1891, acquir- 
ing such a reputation as a statesman 
that on’ two occasions in the early 80’s 
his name was presented in the Republi- 
can National 
for the Presidential nomination. The 
first time, in. 1880, he received only 34 
eget but in 1894: aor 63 votes were cast for 
jhim.

With his first apeech, during che serv- 
ices commemorative of his dinner 
Senator Edmunds stamped himself u 
the Senate as 4 man of keen a an 
and power, and he took a leadi rt 
in the discussions of the “Bonate Fwd 
the turbulent reconstruction days. He 
was active as one of his party leaders 
in the impeachment of President John- 
son. When Hayes and Tilden were con- 
testing the Presidential election returns 
in 1876, Senator Edmunds was oné. of 
the Blectoral Committee which placed 
Hayes in the White House. 

When Vice President Arthur was 
called to the White House by the assas- 
sination of President Garfield, Senator 
Edmunds was unanimously elected 
President pro tempore of the Senate. As 

rliamentarian he gained high repute. 

e was the author of the Act of 
March 22, 1882, for the su iP ression of 
polygamy in Utah, and the disfranchise- 
ment of those who followed it. This 
act, which came to be known as the 
Edmunds act, was brought before. the

In the year before hé voluntarily re- 
tired from the Senate in 1891, Senator 
Edmunds closed his long political career 
by helping to draw up that famous Anti- 
Trust law which bears the name of the 
Sherman act. 

In. 1897 he became Chairman of the 
Monetary Commission appointed by the 
Executive Committee of the Indianapolis 
Monetary Conference. ,After his resigna- 
tion Senator Hdmunds practiced law for 
a time in Philadelphia, but some years 
ago removed to Pasadena, Cal., and re- 
tired from active life.

Judge Gary Says Unemployment ts 
Exaggerated and Sees Prices 
Well Maintained. 


Unemployment in the steel industry as 


‘reported has been exaggerated, accord- 


ing to @ statement made by Judge El- 
bert H. Gary, Chairman of the Board of 
the United States Steel Corporation, fol- 
lowing a meeting of the Directors of the 
American Iron and Steel Institute at his 
offices yesterday afternoon. ‘‘ The steel 
industry,’’ he said, ‘‘ is in better condi- 
tion than it has been reported to bé. 
So far as our information goes there is 
less unemployment than we would be 
led to believe through some publica- 
tions.’’ The meeting was called to con- 


sider general conditions in the steel in- 


dustry, and to consider the ‘so-called 
Redfield plan for the lowering of prices 
by an agreement among the interests in 
the different industries... Asked as to 
prices, Judge Gary said that as far 
as he knew they were being well main- 
tained. 

With relation to the Redfield plan, the 
Directors of the institute took no defi- 
nite action. The plan was explained: to 
them by George .N. Peck, former Vice 
Chairman of ‘the War. Industries Board, 
who has-been named as Chairman of the 
new commission to be created under the 
Redfield scheme. The steel men took 
the matter only under advisement, and 
will call a meeting of ‘the representa- 
ei of.manufacturers of fron and steel,

COTTON MARKET FIRMER. 


First Prices Up 12 to 25 Pointe— 
Little Buying for South. 


After Wednesday's big rush of no- 
tices, yesterday saw the starting of only 
a very few and in consequence the cotton 
market was relieved of this rather em- 
barrassing feature. March cotton, which 
had been driven down about 60 points 
on Wednesday, mainly on liquidation 
brought about by the appearance of ho- 
tices for. fully 20,000 bales, was firmer 
yesterday, going only 8 points below the 
previous day’s closing level at the lowest 
and touching 22.92 at the best, which 
represented a gain of about 82 points.

Collector Eisner Explains Some 
of the Points Puzzling to 
--Firms and Business Men. 


SAYS PUBLIC IS ‘LEARNING 


«Finds Surprising Knowledge of Law 
Shown—He and Edwin. Gibbs 
Anewer Questions. 


Mark Eisner, Internal Revenue Col- 
lector of the Third New York District, 
. and Hdwin Gibbs, Assistant Secrétary 
of the Farmers’ Loan and Trust Com- 
pany, spoke on the income and excess 
profits taxes last night at the monthly 
meeting of the New York Credit Men’s 
Association in the Hotel Astor. At the 
conclusion of their addresses they an- 
swered questions asked by the business 
men. 
; Mr. Eisner touched on the difference 
' in the situation this year from that ob- 
taining last year, and said that there 
seemed to have grown up a knowledge 
of the law surprising to experts, as 
many persons who have not specialized 
. in the law seem to have a comprehen- 
sive grasp of its provisions. He said 
he was gratified by the knowledge dis- 
played by the laymen, and added that 
they did not always get their facts from 
the question and answer columns of the 
newspapers. 

One of the frequent questions, he said, 
was about the method of taking the in- 
ventory, whether once a method was 
chosen it had to be followed every year. 
If the inventory last year were taken at 
cost, he said, because the cost was lower 
than the market, the business man dé- 
sired information as to whether he 
might not take the inventory this year 
at the market. His answer was that, it 
Was reasonable to suppose that the in- 
ventory could be taken at the market 
this year. 

Can File Claim for Abatement. 


He pointed out that as a result of the 
signing of the armistice those who took 
their inventories ended Oct. 1, Nov. 1, 
and Dec. 1 now find that the valuations 
were higher than the current market 
value of the stock on hand. Mr. Bisner 
thought that in such a casé where the 
decline since the inventory was taken 
represented a steady trend, then relief 
might be afforded the taxpayer. Before 
the time for filing his return, he said, 
the taxpayer can calculate the tax on 
the basis of the original inventory, then 
calculate the inventory as reflected by 
present conditions, file a claim on the 
lower inventory, and then file a claim 
for abatement of the tax on the original 
inventory. — 

Once a man has filed a claim for 
abatement and it has been allowed, he 
continued, the man’s rights become fixed 
and he can get no further claim. Or 
else, he indicated, a man might not have 
to file a claim of abatement, but could 
file a claim for a refund of excess tax 
payments. - 

The question of amortization, he said, 
affects only those engaged in war in- 
dustry. They are entitled to amortize 
the cost of their war material, if en- 
gaged in war manufacture aince April, 
1917. The amount of time is computed 
between the time of the original pur- 


‘chase or cf. the addition of the emer- 
gency facilities and the date when the 
materials or machines are of no use, or 
the time when they can be readily em- 
ployed in the producing of normal mate- 
rials not war materi 
To avail one’s self of the net loss 
reservation in a tax report, d Mr. 
Eisner, the fiscal year must begin Octo- 
ber, November, or December, 1918, or 
to ge 1919. This year the return may 
be filed on the fiscal or calendar year 
basis, he pointed out. 
rardl ing the tax on excess profits, 
Mr. @®isner called attention to an ven 
portant change this year as compared 
with last year’s law on the question of 
patents.

FOR NATIONAL HIGHWAYS. 


American Road Builders Urge Com- 
prehensive Building. 


Several subjects of more than ordi- 
nary interest were presented before the 
Gelegates to the convention of the 
American Road Builders’ Association at 
the Hotel McAlIpin yesterday. General 
JT. Coleman du Pont, head of the Bquit- 
able Building Corporation and owner of 
the Waldorf-Astoria and. other hotels, 
spoke of the need of a comprehensive 
national highway system. 

A resolution was presented by E. J. 
Mehren suggesting the appointment of 
a committee from the association to lay 
before the Secretary of War the 
urgency of returning to this country at 
an early date a large proportion of 
the highway engineers now with the 
army in France. This resolution, as 
well as another one toward fixing uni- 
form regulations for truck weights and 
sibzes on the highways, was referred to 
the Resolutions Committee, and they 
will be brought before the members for 
final action today. 

George H. Pride of this city, and a 
former member of*the Highways Trans- 
pcrt Committee of the Council of Na- 
tional Defence, resented the report 
covering truck weights and speeds, and 
after discussion Gearge H. Diehl, Chair- 
man of the Good Roads Board of the 
American Automobile Ansortation, pre- 
sented the resolution pref e sa- 
lient features of the report stipulating 
that the maximum weight for truck 
and load be 28,000 pounds, which would 
permit the use of a seven-ton truck 
with load on the highways. The maxi- 
mum speed was plac at 15 miles 
an hour, the maximum léngth of the 
truck ‘eC 25 feet; maximum height, 

12 feet 2 inches, and the width, 9 feet 
65 inches, with a maximum weight load 
of 800 pounds per inch of tire measured 
at the base. This resolution, when 
formally adopted, will be presented to 
the Legislatures of the various States 
for enactment into a uniform State 
motor truck law. New York limits the 
truck weight and load at present to 

.000 pounds, New Jersey allows 30,000 
pounds, and other States show great 
variations. 

General du Pont, who is Chairman of 
the Board of National Councilofs of, the 
National Highways Association, began 
by saying that the people of the United 
States are just waking up to the im- 
portance of good roads as the basis of 
national Digewey®- 

‘The efficiency of the litical units 
now in general charge 0 the work,’ 
said General du Pont, ‘‘ as the States, 
towns, and counties, can only be syn- 
chronized through an organization that 
is national, and such a Federal organi- 
zation should have the power to corre- 
late the work of political divisions to 
the end that hereafter we may have a 
system of national highways intelli- 
gently laid out and maintained in the 
most economical manner. ederal 
aid is given to road building, regardless 
of whether such roads are a part of the 
national system of highways, it is not 
good political economy. 

‘“‘'The most essential item of road en- 
gineering is location. It is the only 
thing about a road that can be abso- 
lutely permanent. All Americans who 

got to France and beyond a port of 
sonberkat on will, I am @ure, be the 
strongest dvocates of good roads when 
they get home.’ 

The convention, which has been at- 
tended by some of the ablest road offi- 
cials and engineers in the country, will 
close today with the presentation. of 
several reports in the morning session 
and the annual meeting and adoption 
of the various resolutions in the after- 
noon. 


TAX RETURN EXTENSION. 


Sixty Days More to File “ Informa- 
tion at the Source.’’ 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—A sixty-day 
extension,.to May 15, was reported to- 
day by the Treasury for the filing of re- 
turns of ‘‘ information at the source,’’ 
judiciary returns, annual withholding 
returns, returns of partnership, which 
are required to report on the calendar 
year basis, and all other returns which 
are not the basis for the assessment of 
the tax. /This does not apply to income 
or profits tax returns due March 15.’ 

The ‘‘ information at the sourcé&’’ re- 
turns are required from all individuals 
or business firms which paid $1,000 or 
more last year to any person or: con- 
cern for compensation, rent, or personal 
service.. To prepare these many large 
employers of labor would have been re- 
quired to use large forces of clerks if 
the extension from March 15 had not 
been granted.

CARRANZA 10 TELL 
MEXICO’S PROGRESS) © 


Expected to Send an. Official 
Delegate to Meeting Called 
by Foreign Council. 


WILL CONVENE MARCH 11 


Mexicans Living Here Asked an 
Opportunity for Thelr Country 
to Tell of its Problems. 


The Carransg’ Government of the 
United States of Mexico will have the 
opportunity, for the first time since the 
overthrow of the Diaz Government in 
that country, to present publicly to the 
United States an official statement of 
the progress it has made in the past 
three years, both social an onomic, 
as well as an outline of its plans for the 
future, including any immediate ideas 
for the retirement of the country’s $779,- 
120,000. national debt, at a meeting in 
the Hotel Astor o n Monday, March 10, 
which has been arranged by the Coun- 
cil on Foreign Relations. 

It has been planned that a Mexican, 
probably a credited representative of 
President Carranza, preside at the 
meeting, which will be devoted to a pre- 
sentation by Mexicans of those matters 
which they desire to lay before the peo- 
ple -é6f the United States. <A telegram 
has been sent to Mexico City inviting 
President Carranza to appoint a member 
of his Cabinet to attend the conference 
and address the Council, and word has 


.been received that the invitation was 


placed in President Carranza’s hands, 
and that he is considering it. That a 
representative will be appointed is indi- 
cated by the way the proposed confer- 
ence has been received by local Mexi- 
cans. Rafael Nieto, Acting Secretary of 
Finance of the Mexican Government, 
who was sent to this country by Pres- 
ident Carranza some weeks ago to dis- 
cuss with American bankers the proj- 
ect of retiring the Mexican national 
debt, and Dr. Alfredo Caturegli, Fiscal 
Agent of the Republic in this country, 
have both sent “Gispatches to Mexico, 
urging that the offer of the Council be 
accepted. Many other private messages 
of the same tenor have been sent. 

Mark Prentiss, Manager of the 
Council on Foreign Relations, said yes- 
terday that the March 11 conference at 
the Astor had been decided upon follow- 
ing a conference held in the same hotel 
on Feb. 11. <At that meeting, which 
was devoted to a discussion of the gen- 
eral Mexican situation, it was found 
that some of the Mexicans who are in 
New York were anxious that an offer 
be made to Mexico to present her own 
story. This was borne out yesterday 
in a dispatch to Tum Times from Mexico 
City, which asserted that Mexico has 
moved forward in the last few years 
and desires to be judged by her present 
condition and not by her condition of 
ten years ago. The council then sent 
the following telegram to 8. M. Rider, 
President of the American-Mexican 
Chamber of Commerce in Mexico City:

Council holding sanovenst conference to 
discuss relations with Mexico March 11.

Through American 
press President Carranza can speak to en- 
tire country to advantage at this time.

General Jacinto Trevino has 
been nominated by the Co-operatista 

Party, which is composed of young col- 

lege men. Trevino was Chief of Staff 

under Carranza at the start of the revo- 
lution and resigned from the army and 
was elected to Congress. He organized 
the Co-operatista Party, whieh defeated 
the Government Party in the late elec-: 
tion for Mayor and Aldermen. Trevino 
is considered one of the strongest candi- 
dates. It is rumored that Felix Pala- 
vicini, owner of a local daily, will be 
nominated by the Civilian Party. It is 
certain that Pablo Gonzalez will. accept 
the nomination of the Military Party. 

Obregon’s silence regarding his possible 

acceptance of a nomination has caused 

his followers much uneasiness, as with- 
out Obregon Gonzalez will not have 
much opposition. 

Gonzalez is well liked among the for- 
eigners owing to his long residence in 
California, where he was engaged in 
contracting.
